seeding  done  of  which  30  per  cent  was  completed  by  May  20.     It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  wheat  acreage  of  Manitoba  will  be  reduced  25  -oer  cent,  Sas- 
katchewan 20  per  cent,  and  Alberta  10  per  cent  from  last  year.    The  "Eree 
17~fin  ®!timates  the  wheat  seedings  for  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  as 
p''™'^°  acres'  as  compared  with  21,331,000  acres  of  spring  wheat  or 
*i,<syf,00Q  winter  and  spring  last  year,  a  reduction  of  about  18  per  cent. 
ixty  per  cent  of  the  seeding  has  gone  in  on  summer  fallow  or  new  breaking. 


GRAIN  ACREAGE  AND  PROSPECT  EOR  'WHEAT  CROP  IN  FRANCE  ' 

13  2f7  fwJal  V7inter  aJ1(i  sPrinS  acreage  for  1927  wheat  crop  of  France  is 
JO.ofOOO  acres,  according  to  a  cable' to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.  This 
is  a  decrease  of  232,000  acres  from  the  1926  harvest  area  of  13,^99,000 
acres.    Acreage  for  rye,  barley  and  oats  are  also  below  last  year.  Tables 
will  appear  m  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  next  week.     The  condition  of  all 
grain  crops  m  France  on  May  1  was  above  average  and  equal  to  or  above  con- 
dition on  May  1  last  year,  but  below  May  1,  1925. 

_  The  relation  of  the  May  1  condition  of  wheat  to  the  final  yield  as 

indicated  by  a  correlation  of  May  1  conditions  and  reported  yields  for  the 
years  1902  to  1925  would  indicate  a  yield  for  the  coming  season  of  about 
^U. l  bushels  per  acre,  which  on  the  acreage  officially  reported  would  give 
Ikq  nnn  °f  aP?roximately  275,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with 

y, 000, 000  last  year,  an  increase  in  spite  of  the  reduction  in  acreage. 
It  is,  of  course,  too  early  in  the  season  for  the  crop  conditions  to  be  a 
close  indication  of  the  final  yield,  since  May  and  June  conditions  are  im- 
portant in  determining  the  size  of  the  harvest.     For  the  past  two  years, 
however,  estimates  based  on  a  correlation  of  May  1  condition  with  final 
yields  have  given  a  good  approximation  of  the  relation  of  the  harvest  to 
that  of  the  preceding  year,     in  1925  for  instance,  the  May  1  condition  in- 
dicated a  yield  of  21.6  bushels  to  the  acre,  compared  with  the  actual 
yield  of  20,6  the  preceding  year.     Conditions  improved  after  May  1,  so  the 
final  yield  was  expected  to  be  above  the  21.6  indicated,  and  as  finally  re- 
ported was  23.3  bushels.     Although  in  1925  conditions  improved  in  May  and 
June,  that  is  not  a  usual  occurrance.    Out  of  ten  years  for  which  reports 
are  available,  the  condition  of  the  crop  deteriorated  between  May  1  and 
harvest  time,  in  eight  years  out  of  the  ten.     Over  a  period  of  13  years 
the  final  official  estimate  of  wheat  yield  has  ranged  from  13.0  bushels 
in  1Q17  to  2!+. 3  bushels  in  1921, 
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BREAD  GRAINS 


The  outlook  for  the  growing  crops  in  foreign  countries  except _ Canada 
remains  generally  favorable,  although  a  few  adverse  comments  are  coining  1  om 
northern  Europe.     Total  wheat  shipments  from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
during  April  and  the  first  three  weeks  of  May  have  fallen  off  from  the  peaic  ol 
March,  but  are  well  above  last  year.    Domestic  prices  in  the  United  States  nave 
shown  added  strength  recently,  especially  in  futures. 


European  grain  conditions 

The  conditions  of  the  grain  crops  in  European  countries  continued 
favorable  through  the  week  ending  May  24,  although  cold  rains  hindered 
progress  in  the  north,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
&„  C,  Haas  at  Berlin.     Prance  reports  crops  to  be  in  good  condition.  (See 
front  page  for  more  detailed  statement  on  France.)     In  Italy  conditions  are 
much  improved  due  to  rains,  presumably  in  the  south  where  rain  had  been 
needed.    The  early  varieties  of  wheat  are  ripening  and  plentiful  yield  is 
expected.    Warm,  dry  weather  is  reported  generally  for  France,  Spain  and 
Italy,   (presumably  Northern  Italy).     The  cold  rainy  weather  reported  the  pre- 
vious week  over  Scandinavian,  central  and  eastern  European  countries  cor~ 
tinued  during  the  past  week  and  extended  over  the  Danube  basin  where  the 
temperature  had  been  above  normal  for  the  past  two  weeks.     This  cold  rainy 
weather  is  delaying  crop  developments  but  not  to  a  great  extent  as  the 
ground  temperatures  are  comparatively  high  but  it  is  feared  it  will  result 
in  serious  damage  if  existing  conditions  continue  for  a  week  or  two  longer. 
An  early  harvest  in  these  countries  is  now  practically  impossible.  Bulgaria 
reports  crop  conditions  as  fairly  good  but  rains  are  still  wanted  in  some 
parts  of  the  country  as  also  in  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia.     In  the  latter  coun-^ 
try  the  wheat  growth  is  thin  and  a  slight  rust  damage  is  reported.  Continued 
cold  has  delayed  developments  in  Germany,  but  conditions  are  satisfactory 
and  no  damage  to  the  wheat  or  rye  crops  has  been  reported,    Reports  from 
Russia  continue  to  indicate  crop  conditions  above  average  in  the  southern 
part,  but  as  now  reported  slightly  below  average  in  the  northern  part.  Rains 
were  reported  over  the  Odessa  regions  the  middle  of  May. 


Wheat  growing  conditions  in  Canada 


The  weather  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  for  the  week  ending 
May  24  as  reported  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  was  below  normal. 
In  the  northern  districts,  very  little  or  no  rain  fell,  except  in  northeast 
em  Alberta,  but  in  south  Alberta  and  in  Sasketchewan  there  were  showers  or 
rain  and  snow  during  the  first  half  of  the  week  and  heavy  rains  in  the  last 
half.     In  Manitoba  the  weather  was  fine  until  April  21  when  heavy  rains 
fell.    These  heavy  rains  probably  further  retarded  already  delayed  seeding. 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  reports  covering  about  the  same  period  (probably 
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week  ending  May  23)  ere  quoted  as  saying  that  although  the  weather  was  un- 
settled over  the  Prairie  Provinces  during  the  week  and  heavy  rainfall  in 
practically  all  sections  during  the  week-end,  it  was  an  improvement  over 
the  previous  week. 

According  to  the  Manitoba  Free  Press  80%  of  the  area  to  "be  sown  to 
wheat  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  was  completed  by  May  20.     Up  to  May  21,  when 
rain  stopped  seeding  in  western  and  central  Manitoba,  70  to  75  Per  cent  0l" 
the  intended  wheat  acreage  of  Manitoba  was  reported  seeded.     In  Saskatchewan, 
the  largest  wheat  growing  province,  seeding  operations  were  reported  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  week,  a 
although  rain  interfered  considerably.     Prom  65  to  75  Per  cent  of  wheat  was 
reported  seeded.     Farmers  in  some  districts  are  planning  to  sow  -wheat  up  to 
June  k,  if  need  be.     See  front  page  for  late  information  on  Canada.     In  Alberta 
approximately  75  to  <$5  ^3r  cent  of  the  v?heat  acreage  was  reported  seeded.  As 
in  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  rains  over  the  end  of  the  week  ended  May  21 
delayed  seeding  progress.,     All  early  sown  wheat  is  above  ground  but  is  making 
slow  growth  on  account  of  the  cold  weather. 

Y,;heat  movements  to  market 

Total  wheat  exports  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  fell  of 
during  April  and  the  first  three  weeks  of  May  from  the  high  point  reached 
in  March,  according  to  weekly  accumulation  figures,  subject  to  revision,  of 
course,  when  final  monthly  fig-ores  are  available.    Total  exports  from  5 
exporting  countries  in  April,  however,  were  higher  than  any  other  month  of 
the  1926-27  season  except  March,  and  twice  as  heavy  as  in  April  1926* 

Figures  for  3  weeks  in  May  indicate  heavier  declines  in  exports,  but 
still  above  May  192b,  as  reported.     The  decline  has  occurred  in  shipments 
from  Argentina,  Australia  and  Russia.    Exports  of  wheat  and  wheat  floar 
from  the  United  States  for  the  week  ended  May  21  were  3, 362, 000  bushels, 
making  the  season's  total  200,^31,000    bushels  against  92,277,000  bushels  to 
the  same  date  last  year.     Net  exports  for  the  season  to  date  stand  at 
183,000,000  bushels,    Uo  report  is  available  on  May  shipments  from  Canada, 
where  April  shipments  reached  22,000,000  bushels.     Shipments  from  the  new 
crop  in  India  began  the  third  week  in  May.    For  z'te  past  3  months  no  wheat 
has  left  India,  whereas  1926  shipments  from  February  ttirough  April  were 
930,000  bushels.     See  table  on  exports  from  principal  countries  on  page  737. 

Canada 

Exports  of  wheat  through  the  uort  of  Vancouver  during  the  month  of 
April  amounted  to  ^,336,12^  bushels,  compared  with  U, 75^, 070  bushels  in 
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March,  and  4,ll4,832  bushels  in  April  1926.     Shipments  during  the  month 
consisted  of  1,385,709  bushels  to  the  Orient,  2,389,033  bushels  to  United 
Kingdom  -  continent,  24,000  bushels  to  Colombia,  and  37,332  bushels  to  Peru, 
Total  exports  through  this  port  auring  the  first  nine  months  of  the  present 
crop  year  since  August  1  amount  to  29,519,000  bushels  as  compared  with 

915, 000  bushels  for  the  same  period  last    season.    Exporters  are  now  of 
the  opinion  that  total  shipments  during  the  present  crop  year  will  not  amount 
to  40, 000, 000  bushels. 

German  import  certificates  abolished 

The  German  grain  import  certificate  has  been  abolished  effective  May 
19  'through  July  31,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  G.  C,  Haas  at 
Berlin.    This  confirms  the  shortage  of  grain  supplies  commented  upon  in  the 
May  16  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets".     Otherwise,  it  is  believed  to 
have  little  significance. 

United  States  wheat  -prices 

The  cash  prices  of  wheat  for  the  week  ending  May  20  made  small  ad- 
vances in  some  classes  and  declines  in  others  as  compared  with  prices  a  week 
before.     The  general  average  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  of  wheat  at  the 
five  principal  markets  advanced  one  cent.    No.  1  dark  northern  spring  ad- 
vanced one  cent,  but  #2  hard  red  winter  and  #2  soft  winter  each  declined  two 
cents  and  #2  amber  durum  declined  7  c&nts.     Cash  prices  have  strengthened 
somewhat  since  May  20.     The  spread  between  cash  prices  at  Minneapolis  and 
Winnipeg  narrowed  one  cent  during  the  week. 

Future  prices  have  strengthened  materially  since  the  week  ending  May 
20.     This  strength  has  been  due  largely  to  continued  wet  weather  in  Canada 
which  has    greatly  retarded  spring  wheat  sowing  and  to  hot,  dry  weather  in 
the  southwestern  part  of  the  winter  wheat  belt.    Latest  estimates  by  a  pri- 
vate crop  expert  indicate  that  the  yields  of  wheat  in  Texas,  Oklahoma  and 
Kansas  will  be  much  below  the  government  estimate  of  May  1,     The6e  factors, 
combined  with  talk  of  war  possibilities  between  Great  Britain  and  Russia 
as  given  by  trade  reports,  caused  excited  buying  on  the  Chicago    Board  of 
Trade  May  27  that  advanced  both  May  and  July  futures  practically  five  cents 
over  the  previous  day's  close.     Chicago  May  close  at  $1.54  an(i  July  at 
$1.50  l/S,  which  are  new  high  levels  this  season.     On  May  24,  as  compared 
with  a  week  before,  May  futures  advanced  11  cents  at  Chicago,  7  3/8  cents 
at  Minneapolis  and  65/8  cents  at  Liverpool.     The  advances  in  July  futures 
for  the  same  period  were  somewhat  less  than  the  advances  in  May  wheat,  the 
advances  at  the  several  markets  being  S-f  cents  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City 
64  cents  at  Minneapolis  and  5l  cents  at  Liverpool.     On  May  24,  as  compared 
with  prices  a  year  ago,  July  futures  were  six  cents  above  at  Chicago  and 
Kansas  City  and  one  cent  above  at  Minneapolis,

World  feed  grain  production,  1926 

Some  revisions  and  new  estimates  of  the  1926  feed  grain  crops  have  been 
received  since  the  report  published  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  for  February 
14,  1927,     «'hile  the  new  figures  have  not  changed  the  situation  materially,  suf- 
ficient data  are  now  available  to  give  an  estimate  of  total  world  production, 
See  tables,  pages  744-746,     Total  production  of^he  three  grains*  barley,  oats 
and  corn,  is  about  10 v 000,000  short  tons  below/1925  production,  or  about  4  per 
cent  below,  due  principally  to  the  decrease  in' the  North  American  crop. 

European  production  as  now  reported  is  still  about  6  per  cent  above  last 
year,  while  the  United  States  crop  is  about  11  per  cent  below*    For  oats,  prac- 
tically the  total  crop  is  now  reported,  only  a  few  countries  of  lesser  importanc 
remaining  unheard  from.    For  barley,  the  Indian  crop  is  the  most  important  one 
for  which  no  definite  report  is  available.     The  acreage,  however,  was  below  1925 
and  below  the  1921-25  average.     For  corn,  Brazil  and  the  Dutch  East  Indies  are 
the  mcst  important  countries  not  yet  reporting.    For  neither  country,  however, 
does  corn  figure  prominently  in  international  corn  trade,,

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Barley 

Barley  crops  in  Europe  are  generally  in  fairly  good  condition,  ac- 
cording to  private  reports.     Those  statements  are  in  line  with"  our  earlier 
reports  of  slightly  decreased  acreages  and  medium  to  good  condition. .  There 
has  oeen  a  small  percentage  of  barley  seeded  so  far  in  the  Prairie  Provinces 
of  Canada,  according  to  a  telegram  from  Winnipeg.     The  condition  of  barley 
in  Poland  early  in  April  was  medium  to  good,  according  to  Consul  C.  E.  Heisle: 
and  somewhat  better  than  a  year  ago.    By  May  1,  barley  sowing  in  Scotland  was. 
practically  completed  in  most  districts.     In  Palestine,  barley  was  in  ear 
by  May  5  in  some  districts,  according  to  Consul  0.  S.  Heizer.    Exports  from 
the  United  States  continue  at  a  very  slow  rate.     For  the  season  since  July  1, 
barley  exports  from  the  United  States  up  to  May  21  were  less  than  15,500,000 
bushels  against  25,700,000  last  year. 

Oats 

The  oats  situation  remains  about  the  same  as  for  last  week,  with  the 
countries  reporting  indicating  a  slightly  increased  acreage  over  last  year. 
Conditions  are  reported  as  generally  slightly  below  last  year.     The  sowing 
of  oats  in  Scotland  began  in  most  districts  about  April  1  and  by  May  1  was 
well  advanced  or  completed  in  most  cases.    Exports  of  oats  from  the  United 
States  have  decreased  again  to  343,000  bushels  for  the  week  ending  May  21. 
The  total  exports  of  7,200,000  bushels  since  July  1  have  been  only  one-fourth 
as  large  as  those  of  last  year. 

Corn 

The  export  of  248,000  bushels  of  corn  from  the  United  States  for 
the  week  ending  May  21,  while  unusually  small,  was  somewhat  larger  than  for 
the  preceding  week.    For  the  season  since  July  1,  the  total  exports  have 
amounted  to  15,900,000  bushels  as  against  20,600,000  last  year. 


COTTON 

Lack  of  rains  and  shortage  of  irrigation  water  in  Turkmenistan, 
Russia,  were  reported  during  the  first  half  of  May,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  G.  C.  Eaas  stationed  at  Berlin.    Rain  was 
badly  needed  throughout  Central  Asia.     In  the  province  of  Fergan  there  was 
some  damage  to  cotton  by  storms. 
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ARGENTINA  MEAT  SITUATION:     Production  of  meat  in  packing  houses 
for  export  and  domestic  consumption  during  the  year  1926  was  less  than  for 
any  of  the  last  three  years  except  in  the  case  of  pork.     The  quantity  of 
"beef  and  veal  produced  was  1,924,576,000  pounds,'  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent 
compared  with  the  average  for  the  last  three  years  of  2,154,088,000  pounds. 
Exports  of  frozen  and  chilled  heef  amounted  to  1,474,556,000  pounds  and  about 
equalled  those  for  1925,  while  both  of  these  years  were  under  1924  when  ex- 
ports reached  1,615,039,000  pounds.     Slaughtering  of  cattle  in  packing  plants 
for  the  first  two  months  of  1927  numbered  624,000  an  increase  of  23  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  of  1926. 

The  quantity  of  mutton  and  lamb  produced  in  1926  was  179,668,000 
pounds,  a  decrease  of  20  per  cent  compared  with  1925.    Mutton  exports  also 
decreased  from  202,576,000  in  1925  to_ 140,486 ,000  pounds  in  1926.     Sheep  killings 
this  year  for  the  first  two  months  are  568,700,  an  increase  of  19  per  cent  over 
the  same  two  months  of  last  year. 

Pork  production  in  packing  plants  in  1926  reached  34,676,000  pounds. 
This  is  an  increase  of  66  per  cent  over  1925.     Exports  of  frozen  pork  amounted 
to  11,307,000  pounds  compared  with  only  1,167,000  pounds  in  1925  and  only 
260,000  in  1924.     Of  this  quantity  10,677,000  pounds  went  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
This  large  increase  in  frozen  pork  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  is  probably 
due  to  the  British  embargo  against  fresh  pork  from  the  Continent.     Over  twice 
as  many  pigs  have  been  killed  in  packing  houses  in  Argentina  during  the  first 
two  months  of  this  year  as  during  the  same  period  of  1926.     Should  Argentina 
continue  to  find  a  good  market  for  frozen  pork  in  the  United  Kingdom  it  is 
probable  that  there  will  be  a  rapid  development  of  the  hog  industry,  to  which 
so  far  very  little  attention  has  been  given.     The  number  of  swine  in  Argentina 
at  the  last  census  of  December  1922  was  only  1,437,000  compared  with  2,901,000 
in  June  1914.     Argentina,  the  largest  corn  exporting  country  in  the  world  with 
a  total  area,  almost  a  third  as  large  as  the  United  States,  had  only  1,437,000 
swine  in  1922  compared  with  59,355,000  in  the  United  States.     See -detailed 
figures  on  page  747. 

FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  PRACTICALLY  UNCHANGED 

The  Copenhagen  official  butter  quotation  on  May  26  was  equivalent  to 
35.4  cents  a  pound  against  32.8  cents  a  week  earlier  and  32.5  cents  a  year 
ago.     On  92  score  butter  in  New  York  the  quotation  was  40.8  cents  against  40,5 
cents  a  week  earlier  and  41.0  cents  a  year  ago.     The  margin  of  price  in  favor 
of  New  York  is  thus  slightly  more  than  7  cents,  the  narrowest  margin  in  months, 
reflecting  the  comparatively  lower  seasonal  swing  of  prices  in  this  country 
than  in  European  markets.     See  page  749.   See  also  page  723  for  monthly  review 
of  the  foreign  dairy  situation. 
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CANTBAL  LUEOPLaN  IPJJTI  pHOSPiCIS :    Some  dsin»@8  is  reported  to  fruit 
and  vegetables  in  G&nasay  and  Central  and  Northern  Earope  generally,  due 
to  sub-normal  temperatures  and  night  frosts  during  the  first  naif  of  kay, 
reports  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas  in  cables  tc  the  Department. of 
Agriculture.    Exact  inicrmaticn  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  damage  is 
not  available.    The  outlook  for  American  apples  in  Germany,  one  of  our 
most  important  markets,  depends  largely  on  the  condition  of  the  apple  and 
pear  crops  of  Central  Europe* 

The  late  spring  experienced  this  year  in  Switzerland  vas  expected  to 
be  of  benefit  to  fruit  growers  since  it  retarded  the  blossoms  and  lessened 
the  danger  from  night  frosts,  according  tc  Consul  Alien. 

SPANISH  FRUIT  Cd&0ITI0BS-i  Latest  reports  concerning  the  damage  done 
by  the  late  April  frosts  in  Spain  state  that  although  some  damage  has  been 
done  to  the  kalaga  fig  crop,  the  raisin  croy  is  still  uninjured,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Trade  Commissioner  Livengood,  made  public  by  the  department 
of  Commerce.  The  Almeria  grape  crop  is  said  to  have  suffered  considerable 
damage. 

The  apricot  crop  of  Spain  promises  tc  be  very  heavy  and  the  fruit 
appears  very  healthy,  according  to  the  Sritish  Impire  iviarketing  .Beard, 
quoting  "  Exportacioa  de  Pas  a  Valenciana1'  •    About  tvo- thirds  of  the  imports 
of  rav/  apricots  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  1934  and  1925  seasons 
rrere  from  Spain,    Apricot  pulp  is  also  sent  in  large  quantities* 

HA&BUEG-  PRUNE  h^&L'M  Til  aPPIL:    The  Hamburg  prune  market  improved 
slowly  but  steadily  during  aprii,  1527,  according  to  a  report  received  in 
the  department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  waiter  a,  i'oote  at  Hamburg. 
Inland  demands  increased  and  local  dealers  **c able  to  reduce  their  stocks 
considerably  on  a.  rising  market.    On  account  of  the  rather  heavy  stocks  on 
hand,  sales  for  future  delivery  were  compur lively  small*     It  is  believed, 
however,  that  most  ci  the  Hamburg  importers  red  dealers  will  soon  reduce 
their  stocks  to  the  point  where  new  orders  rill  become  necessary,  especially 
for  fall  shipments.    Stocks  on  April  15  stood  at  3,783  short  tors  against

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FURTHER  IMPRpVEi.MT  IN  EUROPEAN  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  economic  situation  in  Europe,  as  it  affects  the 
demand  for  American  agricultural  products,  showed  improvement  during  April 
and  the  first  part  of  May  as  compared  with  the  preceding  months,  according 
to  reports  received  in  thq  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  Department  ot 
Commerce  and  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas  at  Berlin.    The  United  King- 
dom seems  to  bemaking  substantial  progress  toward  recovery  from  last  year  s 
depression  and  the  demand  situation  in  that  country  seems  to  he  good,  al- 
though there  has  been  some  slowing  down  in  the  cotton  industry,     Germany  and 
Central  Europe  continued  to  gain  economic  ground,  but  progress  there  was  on- 
set to  some  extent  by  the  development  of  more  critical  conditions  in  Italy, 
a  general  slowing  down  of  activity  in  the  coal  industries  in  most  continental 
countries,  and  by  some  unfavorable  aspects  of  the  Belgian*  Polish  and  French 
business  situations.    The  outlook  in  Central  Europe,  particularly  Germany, 
therefore  may  be  considered  favorable  and  evidence  is  increasing  that  France 
has  passed  the  worst  point  in  the  present  crisis,  bat  demand  for  most  agri- 
cultural products  will  doubtless  be  somewhat  adversely  affected  in  coming 
months  by  the  depression  in  France,  Denmark,  Nor/ray,  Italy  and  possibly 
Belgium. 

United  Kingdom 

Commercial  indices  for  the  first  quarter  of  1987  show  that  substan- 
tial progress  has  been  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  toward  recovery  from  last 
year's  industrial  depression,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  -agriculture  from  the  Department  of  Commerce*     Unemployment  is  less 
than  a  year  ago »    The  steel  output  during  fciarch  constituted  the  highest  re- 
cord of  British  production.    Shipbuilding  and  many  tranches  of  the  engineer- 
ing industry  are  more  active.    Progress  in  the  cotton  trades  has,  however, ^ 
been  impeded  somewhat  by  the  fear  of  a. weaker  demand,  and  spinners  of  Ameri- 
can cotton  are  again  curtailing  production*    The  wool  tops  market  at  Brad- 
ford is  firmer  and  there  has  been  a  general  stiffening  in  prices  on  account: 
of  the  strong  close  of  the  London  wool  sales,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Foley  at  London,  quoting  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford, 
The  wool  yarn  trade  is  quiet  and  prices  are  steady  but  there  has  been  some . 
curtailment  of  piece  goods  production*    A  lessening  demand  for  wool  goo  as  is 
indicated  by  a  decided  decrease  in  April  exports.    The  bacon  market^  in  the 
United  Kingdom  has  shown  some  improvement  during  the  first  part  ot  ^ay, 
while  the  market  for  fresh  pork  has  been  weaker* 

Ge  rmanv 

April  was  a  month  of  continued  progressive  improvement  in  the  German 
economic  situation,  according  to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  naas 
at  Berlin.  Practically  all  of  the  accepted  indices  of  economic  conditions 
and  notably  the  stock  market,  employment,  cars  placed  for  loading,  and  the 
trade  balance,  showed  favorable  tendencies.  Practically  every  line  ot  in- 
dustrial activity,  except  the  coal  industry  which  was  not  expected  to  retain 
the  exceptionally  -high  levels  of  the   'inter  months,  as  well  maintained  or 
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showed  further  progress.     These  developments  point  to  generally  increased 
purchasing  power  in  Germany  in  the  coming  months.     Imports  of  .American 
cotton  continue  to  climb  as  a  result  of  the  high  activity  of  the  cotton 
branch  of  the  textile  industry.     Bremen  imports  of  American  cotton  from 
August  1,  1926  to  April  30,  1927  totaled  2,375,000  bales  as  compared  with 
1,470,000  during  the  same  period  last  season,     The  demand  for  American 
apples  has  also  strengthened  with  imports  running  much  above  last  year,  and 
at  higher  prices.     Germany,  furthermore,  is  buying  heavily  of  foreign  wheat, 
as  a  result  of  the  reduced  domestic  wheat,  rye  and  potato  crops,  and  will  be 
a  large  buyer  during  the  remainder  of  the  season*    The  demand  for  American 
lard  and  pork  products,  however,  continues  much  weaker  than  a  year  ago,  and 
the  outlook  is  not  favorable  in  view  of  the  prospects  for  maintenance  for 
some  months  yet  of  the  recent  heavy  domestic  hog  slaughtering* 

France 

The  French  economic  situation  during  April  continued  about  the  same 
as  in  March  with  some  unfavorable  developments  counterbalanced  by  improve- 
ment in  some  lines.     Production  in  many  lines  of  activity,  among  them  cotton 
textiles  and  the  engineering  trades,  is  much  reduced  or  declining,  with  some 
additional  short  time  appearing,  and  both  iron  and  steel  are  encountering 
increased  sales  difficulties,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas, 
Among  the  favorable  signs  are:     Plentiful  short  term  money,  favorable  govern- 
ment receipts,  a  rising  stock  market,  and  declining  unemployment.    The  for- 
eign trade  returns,  moreover,  continue  relatively  satisfactory,  although 
Prance  is  finding  it  necessary  to  import  large  quantities  of  wheat*     The  re- 
duction in  imports  generally,  however,  has  been  to  a  considerable  extent  at 
the  expense  of  raw  material  and  it  is  believed  that  manufacturers'  stocks 
have  been  considerably  reduced, 

Italy. 

Economic  conditions  in  Italy  became  more  critical  during  April 
in  consequence  of  the  renewed  rapid  appreciation  of  the  lira.     The  position 
of  industry,  especially  in  those  lines  much  dependent  upon  exports,  such  as 
the  motor  car,  cotton  and  woolen  industries,  has  become  particularly  diffi- 
cult.    Some  estimates  place  cotton  spinning  activity  at  only  about  tvo- 
thirds  of  that  of  last  autumn,  and  steel  production  is  also  reported  to  have 
decreased  materially0     The  wholesale  price  index,  on  a  gold  basis,  stood  at 
139  for  March  as  compared  with  117  for  August  1926,  and  as  a  result  domestic 
consumption  is  slow  and  all  trades  are  endeavoring  to  reduce  their  stocks, 

Belgium 

The  economic  situation,  in  Belgium  showed,  on  the  whole,  practically 
no  improvement  during  April,    Some  of  the  most  important  industries,  in  fact, 
report  less  favorable  developments,    Some  after-effects  of  currency  stab- 
ilization appear  to  be  making  themselves  felt,  coincident  with  stronger 
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competition  from  Germany  in  certain  industries,    On  the  other  hand,  the 
position  of  the  textile,  cement  and  glass  industries  was  somewhat  "better 
during  the  month,  although  not  entirely  satisfactory.    The  most  noteworthy 
feature,  perhaps,  of  the  industrial  situation  has  he en  the  increase  in  sales 
difficulties  in  "both  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  hut  especially  in  the 
former  where  German  competition  is  strong,     although  there  was  some  decrease 
in  this  competition  during  the  first  part  of  May. 

Netherlands 

There  was  practically  no  change,  in -the  business  situation  in  the 
Netherlands  during  April  and  activity,  with  a  few  exceptions,  remained  at 
a  fairly  satisfactory  level.     The  money  market  continued  firm  and  the  stock 
market  showed  some  upwad  tendency  during  the  month*     The  diamond  industry 
continued  depressed  and  sales  of  coal  were  somewhat  less  satisfactory,  but 
the  shipbuilding  industry  remained  well  engaged.     The  cotton  textile  in- 
dustry shows  improvement  and  rayon  sales  are  increasing,  according  to  re- 
ports from  the  Department  of  Commerce,     The  marlefc  for  wheat  ..'as  unusually 
active  during  April  and  the  demand  for  barley  was  good  at  higher  prices, 

Czechoslovakia. 

Economic  conditions  continued  to  improve  in  Czechoslovakia  during 
April,  apparently  to  a  more  pronounced  extent  than  in  March*     Progress  in 
Czechoslovakia  is  folloxTing  developeraents  in  Germany  and  the  outlook  con- 
tinues favorable.     Except  for  the  coal  industry,  in  which  production  con- 
tinued to  decrease  during  April,  and  tne  glass. and  porcelain  trade,  most 
industries  showed  further  general  improvement.     The  position  of  both  the 
textile  and  iron  industries  is  now  relatively  good*     Tne  principal  un-~ 
favorable  factor  seems  to  center  on  the  fact  that  Czecnoslcvakia  has  not 
yet  reached  a  commercial  agreement  with  Austria  and  at  present  is  without 
a  special  treaty  with  that  country,  which  is  one  of  its  best •  markets , 

Austria 

The  slow  and  steady  economic  recovery  in  Austria  during  recent 
months  continued  during  April,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas. 
Practically  all  industries,  including  iron,  steel,  textiles,  leather,  and 
shoes,  report  improvement  both  in  export  and  domestic  sales.     There  has 
been  a  seasonal  decrease  in  unemployment ,     The  wholesale  price  index  in- 
creased from  133  in  March  to  135  in  April,  chiefly  because  of  the  increased 
prices  of  foodstuffs* 

Poland 

The  outlook  in' Poland  continues  uncertain,  recent  unfavorable  devel- 
opments appearing  to  outweigh  some  improvements.     The  downward  turn  in  coal 
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sales  and  production  continued  further  during  April ,  according  to  all  re- 
ports.   April  reports,  at  the  same  time,  indicate  that  Poland  will  prob- 
ably have  a  much  larger  grain  deficit  than  previously  expected,  and  heavy 
imports  of  wheat  have  already  set  in*    On  the  other  hand,  the  iron  and 
steel  industry  has  increased  its  activity  as  a  result  of  improved  sales, 
"both  domestic  and  foreign.    The  activity  in  the  Lodz  textile  industries 
was  reported  as  good  early  in  may*  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Haas, 

Scandinavia 

Tne  general  depression  in  Denmark  continued  during  April,  although 
exports,  especially  "bacon  and  other  meat  products,  remained  on  a  high  level* 
Unemployment  continues  much  *ybove  last  year-,  but  is  showing  a  seasonal  de- 
crease.    Business  continued  slow  in  Norway  with  unemployment  high*  The 
freight  market,  which  is  very  important  to  Norway,  has  "become ■  steadily  more 
unfavorable  since  the  end  of  the  British  coal  strike*  The  wholesale  price 
index,  however,  dropped  from  172  in  February  to  164  in  April,  indicating 
that  some  readjustment  is  taking  placec    Business  conditions  in  Sweden  con- 
tinued to  improve  during  April,     Exports  of  the  principal  Swedish  products, 
and  the  general  trade  "balance,  have  been  developing  satisfactorily, 

Switzerland 

Economic  conditions  continue  to  improve  slowly  in  Switzerland*  The 
improvement  seems  to  be  somewhat  more  than  seasonal,  as  unemployment  de- 
creased nearly  30  per  cent  during  i.iarch.    Fuller  occupation  was  registered 
in  the  hotel  trade,  building,  textiles,  metals  and  machines,  timber  and 
glass,  as  well  as  in  agriculture*     Exports  oi  textile  products  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1927  increased  to  180,000,000  francs  as  compared  with  167,000,000 
in  the  last  quarter  of  1926,  chiefly  from  better  business  with  Germany  and 
England*

The  seasonal  decline  in  prices  in  European  markets  brought  about  by 
the  flush  of  dairy  production  in  Europe  generally  is  not  no'r  as  marked  as  in 
the  United  States*    Accordingly,  the  price  margins  that  have  for  many  months 
been  so  considerably  in  favor  of  domestic  markets  as  to  make  importations 
profitable  over  a  12  pent  tariff  wall  are  being  narrowed  to  well  below  the 
tariff  differential,     with  92  score  butter  in  New  York  cn  kay  26  quoted  at 
40.1  cents  and  the  Danish  export  price  officially  quoted  at  the  equivalent 
of  33.4  cents,  the  difference  of  less  than  7  centb  was  the  smallest  in  months.

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Colonial  butter  is  now  selling  closer  to 
Danish  than  has  been  the  case  in  earlier -years ,     Total  supplies  reaching  the 
principal  European  markets  are  not  now  heavy  by  comparison  with  recent  seasons, 
but  the  decline  is  more  considerable  frcm  the  Dominions  than  from  the  continent

Notable  in  the  butter  import  trade  of  Great  Britain  for  April  is  the 
lessened  total  quantity  when  compared  with  last  year  and  the  year  before. 
Total  imports  in  April  1927  were  20  per  cent  less  than  a  year  ago  and  30  per 
cent  less  than  in  April,  1925.     The  decline  appears  to  be  rost  marked  in  the 
supply  from  Russia,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand.     Increased  quantities  arrived 
from  the  Irish  Free  State,  Sweden,  and  the  Argentine.    For  the  four  months  of 
1927,  as  compared  with  corresponding  periods  of  1926  and  1925,  a  similar  sit- 
uation is  indicated.     Cheese  supplies  likewise  show  a  falling  off  both  for 
the  month  and  for  the  four  month  period,  the  decline  being  rather  general. 

German  foreign  demand  for  butter  continues  strong.    April  imports 
were  considerably  heavier  than  in  March,  and  as  heavy  as  in  any  April  since 
the  renewal  of  the  German  foreign  buying  in  1923-24.     Germany  is  now  providing 
a  steady  market  for  approximately  a  fourth  of  Danish  butter  supplies  and  the 
bulk  of  the  Dutch  surplus.

Shipments  of  "butter  afloat  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia  on  May  14 
included  17,864,000  pounds  from  Hew  Zealand  and  3,1.36,000  pounds  from 
Australia,.     Comparisons  with  previous  seasons  are  difficult  since  shipments, 
especially  from  Hew  Zealand,  are  under  such  control  as  not  to  indicate  closely 
the  trend  of  production.    Supplies  actually  having  arrived  together  with  the 
shipments  afloat  do  not  indicate,  however,  any  notable  recovery  of  "autumn" 
production  in  Australia. 

According  to  the  statement  of  policy  of  the  New  Zealand  Control  Board, 
this  is  not  unexpected,  since  it  was  their  expectation  a  year  ago  that  "their 
export  season  will  not  terminate  as  usual  this  year  in  May,  but  will  be  carried 
on  if  possible  to  link  up  with  the  new  season."    It  was  possible  last  year 
for  both  the  New  Zealand" and  Australian  boards  to  prolong  their  shipments  to 
the  British  markets  during  their  late  autumn  and  winter  months  so  that  their 
produce  was  before  the  British  consumers  throughout  th3  year.     This  may  be 
said  to  be  the  primary  object  of  the  export  control  measures  in  both  Australia 
and  New  Zealand.
